Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord  Duke,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the 
health  of  Leicestershire  during  the  year  404*6*,  this  being  the 
18th  report  I  have  made. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  County  for  the  year  under 
review  was  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  being  his 
estimate  of  the  Civil  population.  These  figures  have  been 
used  in  estimating  the  various  rates,  and  in  some  districts 
these  rates  have  been  very  materially  affected,  and  nearly  all 
diversely,  by  the  difference  in  the  population  in  1915  and  1914. 
The  various  rates  for  1915  are,  therefore,  not  fairly  comparable 
with  other  years. 

Generally  speaking  the  amount  of  infectious  illness  was 
less  than  in  the  previous  year.  Diphtheria,  from  which  the 
County  suffers  rather  more  than  the  average,  was  much  less 
prevalent,  there  being  59  fewer  cases  notified  than  in  1914,  and 
50  fewer  than  the  previous  decennial  average.  Scarlet  fever 
was  slightly  more  prevalent  than  in  1914,  but  slightly  less  than 
the  previous  decennial  average. 

The  treatment  of  Phthisis  continues  as  in  the  former  year. 
Dr.  Crowe,  the  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer,  has  made  a 
report  on  cases  treated  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1915,  which 
is  embodied  in  this  report.

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REPORT. 


Area. — The  area  of  the  Administrative  County,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Council,  at  the  Census  taken  in  1911, 
was  524,197  acres.  The  aggregate  for  the  Urban  Districts  was 
38,901,  and  for  the  Rural  484,396. 

Statistics. — The  statistical  information  is  practically  the 
same  as  that  required  to  be  furnished  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  last  year.  The  arrangements  concerning  transferable 
death  enquiries  are  now  a  routine  procedure  of  my  Department. 
By  this  method  of  transfer  the  number  of  births  and  deaths 
published  are  those  which  actually  belong  to  the  particular  District , 
whether  they  occurred  there  or  not. 

All  the  rates  of  calculation  (unless  otherwise  stated)  are  given 
per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population,  with  one  exception,  viz., 
the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  calculated  per  thousand  registered  net 
births. 

Population. — The  population  for  1915  has  been  given  in  all 
cases  by  the  Registrar-General.  This,  together  with  the  population 
as  estimated  at  the  middle  of  each  of  the  previous  four  years,  is 
shewn  in  the  following  Table,  together  with  the  increase  or  decrease 
over  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  natural  increase.

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the 
County  during  the  year  was  3,496.  Enquiries  into  the  transferable 
deaths,  however,  revealed  the  fact  that  408  of  these,  although 
dying  in  Leicestershire,  did  not  belong  to  us,  and  were  not 
accepted;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  320  persons  properly  belonging 
to  our  County  died  elsewhere,  and  were  credited  to  us.  Having 
regard  to  this,  the  net  number  of  Leicestershire  persons  who  died 
during  the  year  is  shewn  in  the  following  Tabular  Statement, 
together  with  the  rate,  and  the  comparative  rate  for  Rural  England

Small-pox. — There  was  no  case  of  Small-pox  during  the  year. 
The  two  County  Hospitals — at  Syston,  near  Leicester,  and  at 
Snarestone,  near  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  (belonging  to  the  Leicestershire 
Small-pox  Hospital  Committee) — are  kept  in  absolute  readiness  for 
the  immediate  reception  of  any  cases  which  may  arise.

The  disease  generally  was  of  a  very  mild  type — so  much  so  that 
the  probability  is  that  unrecognised  first  cases  were  the  cause  of  its 
spread  in  certain  areas.  The  County  Death  rate  is  remarkable. 

In  the  Urban  Districts,  Loughborough  had  92  cases,  and  at 
Shepshed  an  epidemic  broke  out  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year, 
and  45  cases  were  notified,  two  of  the  cases  proving  fatal. 

As  regards  the  Rural  Districts,  the  District  of  Market  Bosworth 
records  81  cases.  Blaby  44  cases  with  one  fatality.  Ashby-de-la- 
Zouch,  Barrow-on-Soar,  and  Hinckley  each  record  21,  20,  and  22 
cases  respectively,  with  one  fatailty  in  the  Hinckley  District.

The  number  of  deaths  this  year  is  considerably  less  than  last 
year.  There  is  a  decrease  of  22. 
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So  far  as  the  notifications  are  concerned,  Market  Harborough 
heads  the  list  in  the  Urban  Districts  with  25,  then  Coalville  21, 
Loughborough  18,  and  Wigston  12. 

In  the  Rural  Districts  the  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  in 
the  Districts  of  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  and  Blaby,  where  31  cases 
were  notified.  Melton  had  30,  Barrow-on-Soar  15,  Hinckley  14, 
and  Market  Boswortli  12. 

Many  of  the  District  Councils  supply  anti-diphtheria  serum 
gratis,  both  for  treatment  and  as  a  prophylactic,  in  those  cases 
who  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  it  themselves.  Also  free  bacteriological 
examination  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  of  swabs  taken 
from  doubtful  and  suspicious  cases.  During  the  year  1915,  the

The  above  Table  is  prepared  from  the  statistical  records  in  my 
possession,  and  so  far  as  that  goes  it  is  correct.  But  it  is  of  no 
comparative  value  because  all  the  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever.  I  am 
sure,  are  not  notified. 


The  ordinary  routine  procedure  prevails  as  regards  the  strict 
supervision  of  Certified  Midwives  in  cases  of  this  sort.  On  each 
case  being  notified,  inquiries  are  at  once  made  to  ascertain  whether 
there  was  a  Certified  Midwife  in  attendance  upon  the  case,  and  if 
so  whether  any  blame  whatever  was  attached  to  her.  No  charge 
was  found  against  any  Midwife  in  connection  with  the  eleven  cases 
this  vear.

The  County  Council  undertake  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  in  their  own  Institutions 
in  the  County. 

There  is  a  Sanatorium,  with  accommodation  for  50  beds, 
situate  at  Mowsley,  near  Market  Harborough.  There  are  also 
Residential  Dispensaries  at  Hinckley,  for  22  beds,  and  M  Coalville 
for  8  beds. 

Patients  suitable  for  Institutional  Treatment  are  first  passed 
through  the  Residential  Dispensaries  for  observation  purposes,  and 
then  transferred  to  the  Sanatorium  for  extended  treatment. 

In  addition  to  these  Residential  Institutions  there  are  Out- 
Patient  Dispensaries  at  Hinckley,  Coalville,  Melton  Mowbray, 
Loughborough,  and  Leicester.  Loughborough  is  open  once  a 
fortnight,  Melton  once  a  month,  and  the  others  once  a  week. 

Melton  is  visited  once  a  month. 

Applications  for  treatment  from  non-insured  persons  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  considered  by  the  Committee 
of  the  County  Council  once  a  fortnight.  The  application  should 
be  made  through  the  County  Medical  Officer,  who  provides  the 
necessary  forms  and  makes  arrangements  for  the  applicant  to  be 
examined  by  the  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer.  Applicants  who  can 
afford  to  pay  are  required  to  contribute  what  they  can  afford 
towards  the  cost  of  their  treatment. 

Applications  from  insured  persons  are  dealt  with  by  the 
Leicestershire  Health  Insurance  Committee  and  passed  on  to  the 
County  Council  for  treatment,  with  which  Authority  they  have  an 
agreement  for  the  treatment  of  their  cases.

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Report  of  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer.— The  following 
Report  has  been  made  by  Dr.  Crowe,  the  Tuberculosis  Medical 
Officer,  on  all  cases  of  Phthisis  which  have  been  under  treatment 
from  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  to  the  end  of  the  year 
1915:  — 

The  County  Council  commenced  working  the  Sanatorium 
Benefit  portion  of  the  National  Insurance  Act  on  January  1st, 
1913,  and  from  that  date  until  December  31s/,  1915,  629  applica¬ 
tions  for  treatment  were  received. 

In  January ,  1916,  an  inquiry  form  was  sent  to  400  of  these , 
out  of  which  number  257  were  returned,  giving  a  report  of  their 
present  state  of  health,  and  also  the  occupation  they  were  fol¬ 
io  wing .

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — The  notification  of  this  disease 
came  into  force  in  April,  1914,  under  the  Public  Health  (Oph¬ 
thalmia  Neonatorum)  Regulations. 
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In  all,  22  cases  were  notified,  9  being  in  the  Urban  Districts 
and  13  in  the  Rural.  Three  of  the  9  Urban  cases  were  at  Lough¬ 
borough.

The  improvement  in  the  prevalence  of  Measles  reported  last- 
year  has  not  been  well  maintained. 

* 

This  year’s  record  is  most  unsatisfactory. 

The  prevalence  was  greater,  and  the  deaths  were  more. 

The  Deaths  totalled  70,  as  against  18  last  year  and  in  1913. 
Forty-six  were  in  the  Urban  Districts,  and  24  in  the  Rural.  The 
Deaths  in  the  Urban  areas  were  confined  to  six  Districts — 26  at 
Hinckley,  13  at  Coalville,  3  at  Wigston,  2  at  Melton  Mowbray, 
and  1  each  at  Ashby  Woulds  and  Market  Harborougli. 

The  largest  number  of  deaths  in  the  Rural  Districts  occurred 
as  follows : —Market  Bosworth  11,  Ashby  5,  Hinckley  4.

This  disease  was  apparently  more  prevalent  than  last  year, 
and  the  Death  rate  is  slightly  higher.  It  is,  however,  well  below 
that  published  for  Rural  England  and  Wales. 

Of  the  35  Deaths  registered  in  the  County,  20  occurred  in  the 
Urban,  and  15  in  the  Rural  areas. 

Diarrhoeal  Diseases. — These  diseases  again  played  some  havoc 
with  the  child  life  of  the  County,  but  not  quite  as  badly  as  in 
the  previous  year.  There  were  75  deaths,  and  50  of  these  were  of 
babies  under  one  year  of  age.  The  deaths  numbered  9  less  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

As  these  diseases  are  very  largely  due  to  unsuitable  food, 
want  of  cleanliness  in  the  preparation  thereof,  and  the  storage,  and 
also  to  insanitary  conditions,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  with  the  advent 
of  new  and  extended  Infant  Welfare  work,  the  prevalence  of  and 
deaths  from  such  complaints  will  largely  diminish. 

Of  the  74  total  Deaths  in  the  County,  40  of  these  occurred  in 
the  Urban  Districts  and  35  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

The  Health  Visitors  of  the  County  continue  to  visit  the  homes 
where  babies  have  recently  been  born,  and  instruct  the  mothers  as 
to  the  proper  way  and  the  im proper  way  of  looking  after  their 
babies. 

The  prevention  of  Diarrhoeal  diseases  is  connected  in  a  great 

measure  with  the  nature  of  the  food  given  to  the  infants,  its 

suitability,  and  its  cleanliness  in  preparation,  and  storage. 

Sanitary  conditions,  both  inside  and  outside  the  home,  have  a 

great  deal  to  do  with  it  also.  The  teaching  of  these  points  is  the 

object  of  the  Health  Visitors’  visits,  and  I  hope  that  considerable 

benefits  will  accrue  from  them. 

* 

Cerehro-Spinal  Fewer. — Nine  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified  during  1915.  The  cases  occurred  in  the  Urban  Districts  at 
Ashby  Woulds  1,  Melton  Mowbray  4,  Wigston  Magna  1,  and  in 
the  Rural  Districts  at  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  1,  Barrow-on-Soar  1, 
Melton  1.  Four  of  these  cases  proved  fatal,  namely  :  Melton 
Mowbray  2,  Barrow-on-Soar  1,  and  Melton  1.  ; 

Of  the  4  cases  at  Melton  Mowbray  3  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  where  the  2  cases  proved  fatal. 
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The  case  in  the  Barrow-on-Soar  Rural  District  was  at  System, 
which  received  home  treatment,  and  terminated  fatally. 

In  the  Melton  Rural  District  the  case  occurred  at  Asfordby, 
and  this  ultimately  proved  fatal  also. 

Poliomyelitis. — One  case  of  this  disease  came  to  notice  during 
the  year,  and  it  occurred  in  the  Urban  District  of  Ashby  Woulds. 
The  case  ended  fatally. 

Chicken-pox. — This  disease  is  still  notifiable  in  the  Ashby-de- 
la-Zouch  Urban,  and  Belvoir  and  Billesdon  Rural  Districts.  From 
the  former  of  which  22  cases,  and  6  and  28  from  the  other  Districts 
respectively  wer^  notified. 

Impetigo. — In  the  Billesdon  Rural  District,  Impetigo  remains 
compulsorily  notifiable,  and  6  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Alcoholism. — Seven  deaths  were  due  to  Alcoholism,  against 
8  last  year.  They  occurred  as  follows :  —Market  Harborough  and 
Shepshed  Urban  Districts  1  each,  Barrow-on-Soar  2,  Lutterworth  1, 
Market  Bosworth  1,  Melton  Mowbray  1,  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

Cirrhosis  Of  the  Liver. — The  total  number  of  Deaths  from 
this  disease  is  25,  which  is  2  less  than  last  year,  and  5  less  than  in 
1913.  In  the  Urban  Districts  they  occurred  as  follows: — Ashby 
Woulds  1,  Hinckley  2,  Loughborough  2,  Market  Harborough  1, 
Melton  Mowbray  2,  and  Wigston  Magna  1 ;  the  Rural  District  cases 
being  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  2,  Barrow-on-Soar  1,  Belvoir  1,  Billesdon 
2,  Blaby  1,  Lutterworth  1,  Market  Bosworth  1,  Market  Harborough 
2,  Melton  Mowbray  5. 

Organic  Heart  Disease  ■ — Organic  Heart  Disease  lias  again 
this  year  been  responsible  for  the  largest  number  of  deaths  from 
any  one  defined  disease,  the  number  being  361. 

This  is  equal  to  a  percentage  of  10*6  on  the  total  number  of 
deaths  recorded.  Last  year  the  percentage  was  9' 7.  Very  much 
comparison  cannot  be  made  because  this  is  only  the  fourth  year 
that  separate  statistics  have  been  kept  of  this  disease. 

Cancer. — The  second  highest  number  of  deaths  is  again 
claimed  by  Cancer,  to  which  cause  267  are  credited.  This  is  a 
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decrease  on  last  year’s  figures  by  14.  This  year’s  record  is  equal 
to  7*8  per  cent,  of  the  nett  number  of  deaths  registered. 

Congenital  Debility?  Etc. — The  number  of  Deaths  due  to 
this  disease  (including  Malformation  and  Premature  Birth)  total 
214,  being  32  less  than  last  year’s  record.  All  but  5  were  of 
infants  under  one  year  old. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs.— The  Deaths  from 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  track, 
totalled  541.  Bronchitis  claimed  260,  Pneumonia  258,  and  other 
diseases  23.  Last  year  the  total  number  was  448,  and  in  the  year 
before  it  was  430.  The  larger  number  of  deaths  from  Bronchitis 
and  Pneumonia  caused  the  increase.  In  infants  under  one  year 
old  there  were  121  deaths  (Bronchitis  46,  Pneumonia  73,  other 
diseases  2).  Last  year  the  total  was  75,  and  it  was  85  in  1913.  1 

am  sorry  that  I  cannot  record  any  marked  decrease,  but  only  a 
large  increase,  because  one  object  of  the  visitations  by  the  Health 
Visitors,  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  is  to  advise  mothers 
as  to  the  way  of  taking  proper  care  of  the  infants.  Before  the  war 
it  was  a  routine  practice  for  the  Health  Visitors,  not  only  to  visit 
the  homes  where  there  were  newly-born  babies,  but  also  to  attend 
at  specially-arranged  centres  for  the  purpose  of  giving  health  talks 
to  mothers  on  the  feeding,  clothing,  and  rearing  of  infants.  This 
work,  however,  had  to  be  suspended  on  account  of  the  depleted 
Health  Visiting  Staff. 

School  Closures. — The  number  of  School  Departments  closed 
was  150,  the  average  period  of  closure  was  3|  weeks,  and  the 
number  of  children  affected  15,730. 

Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889. — No  further 
changes  in  the  diseases  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  County  have 
been  made. 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. — There  is  no  change  in 
the  provision  made  in  the  County.  The  consideration  of  a  County 
scheme  has  been  postponed  on  account  of  the  war. 

Disinfection. — Disinfection,  being  a  most  important  part  of 
sanitary  preventive  measures,  one  is  struck  with  the  almost  use¬ 
less  attempts  made  by  some  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities  in  this 
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County  to  disinfect  bedding  and  articles  of  clothing.  Some  of  the 
methods  employed  are  valueless.  They  are  worse  than  that,  for 
they  provide  a  sense  of  false  security,  which  will,  in  the  end,  prove 
disastrous.  For  those  District  Councils  which  have  not  yet  provided 
steam  disinfectors — the  only  thorough  means  of  disinfection— the 
matter  is  a  subject  for  urgent  consideration  by  those  Authorities. 
To  attempt  to  disinfect  bedding  and  articles  of  clothing  ( i.e .,  to 
attempt  to  kill  the  germs  and  their  spores,  and  that  is  what  disin¬ 
fection  means)  by  “spraying”  or  “fumigation”  is  a  farce,  and  is 
dangerous,  because  it  can  do  more  harm  than  good. 

Notification  Of  Births  Act,  1907. — This  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  1911.  It  extends  throughout  the  County  area,  excepting 
the  Urban  District  of  Market  Harborough,  where  the  local  Council 
administers  the  Act  itself,  independently  of  the  County  scheme. 
The  routine  procedure  operates  as  follows:  — 

Every  birth  notified,  after  being  registered  at  the  Office,  is 
immediately  referred  to  the  Health  Visitors  to  visit.  These  officers, 
to  a  great  extent,  use  their  own  discretion  as  to  whether  a  visit 
should  be  paid  or  not.  Where  their  advice  is  not  refused  they  talk 
to  the  mothers  on  the  general  bringing  up  of  the  baby,  more 
especially  as  regards  feeding,  clothing,  cleanliness  of  feeding 
bottles,  etc.,  and  it  lias  been  noticed  that  the  mothers  really  take  a 
great  interest  in  these  visits,  most  of  them  asking  questions,  and 
being  only  too  ready  to  receive  the  advice  which  is  offered.  In 
addition  to  these  home  visits,  “Health  Talks”  are  arranged  to  be 
given  publicly  in  various  parishes  throughout  the  County,  the 
subject  of  these  talks  being  “The  Feeding  and  Hearing  of  Infants.” 

Notification  cards,  together  with  stamped  addressed  envelopes, 
are  supplied  to  all  medical  practitioners  and  midwives  throughout 
the  County.  When  a  notification  is  received  it  is  registered  at  the 
office,  the  original  card  being  passed  on,  accompanied  by  an 
enquiry  card,  to  the  Health  Visitor  of  the  District.  When  the 
■child  is  one  year  old,  both  these  cards  are  returned  to  the  office, 
and  the  Health  Visitor’s  report  registered. 

Every  four  weeks  a  list  of  the  births  which  have  been  notified 
is  sent  to  each  of  the  Superintendent  Registrars — by  arrangement 
with  the  Registrar-General — and  they  check  it  with  the  births 
which  they  have  registered.  If  they  find  that  they  have  registered 
any  birtli  which  does  not  appear  on  the  notification  list,  they  supply 
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m©  with  particulars  thereof.  The  parents  are  communicated 
with  from  the  office  and  sent  a  card  to  fill  up.  When  that  card  is 
received  back,  the  names  of  the  persons  who  were  in  attendance 
are  recorded,  and  ultimately  reported  to  the  Committee  for 
instructions  as  to  what  action  should  be  taken  against  them  for 
failing  to  notify  the  birth  in  accordance  with  the  Act.  This  is  the 
routine  practice  now  adopted.  By  this  means  we  have  had  brought 
to  light  a  number  of  women  who  had  practised  as  midwives,  but 
were  not  qualified  so  to  do.  All  of  them  received  a  formal  warning, 
and  this  in  the  majority  of  cases  was  sufficient  to  stop  their  practice. 

The  Act  has  also  been  of  very  great  advantage  as  regards  the 
general  practice  of  certified  midwives,  inasmuch  as  the  births  at 
which  they  are  in  attendance  become  promptly  known  to  the 
Inspector  of  Midwives. 

At  Market  Harborough  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in 
reporting  upon  the  administration  of  the  Act  in  that  District, 
says: — “The  Council  provide  <£40  per  annum  towards  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  Health  Visitor,  exclusively  for  the  Urban  District. 
The  work  done  by  her  lias  been  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  Dis¬ 
trict,  both  in  helping  towards  the  reduction  of  the  Infant  Mortality 
and  in  regard  to  the  better  management  and  care  of  children.” 

Notifications  Of  Births. — The  total  number  of  Births  for  the 
year  1915  was  5,513.

The  above  Record  shews  the  work  done  in  this  Country  as 
regards  the  supervision  of  the  milk  supply,  and  further  information 
in  detail  as  regards  each  Sanitary  Area  appears  in  Table  6  of  this 
Report.  I  am  glad  to  report  some  progress  in  this  important 
branch  of  Public  Health  administration  during  the  year. 
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Offensive  Trades. — In  the  whole  County  39  Offensive  Trades 
are  established.  This  is  1  less  than  last  year.  Thirty-three  are 
situated  in  the  Urban  and  6  in  the  Rural  Districts.  In  all,  91 
inspections  of  them  were  made,  and  3  contravention  of  the  Bye- 
Laws  in  the  Urban  Districts  were  found. 

The  adoption  by  Local  Authorities  of  Section  51  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  would  be  advantageous  to 
them  in  the  more  efficient  control  of  these  premises,  inasmuch  as  it 
extends  the  list  of  trades  enumerated  in  Section  112  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  to  “any  other  trade,  business,  or  manufacture.” 

Canal  Boats* — Twenty-four  Canal  Boats  are  registered  in 
the  County,  19  being  at  Loughborough,  and  5  in  the  Barrow  Rural 
District.  In  all  171  inspections  were  made,  and  3  contraventions  of 
the  Act  were  noted;  no  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 

Canal  Boats  are  inspected  m  any  of  those  Districts  through 
which  the  canal  happens  to  pass. 

Slaughter  Houses. — The  total  number  of  premises  in  the 
County  is  253.  Of  these  62  (of  which  51  are  licensed)  are  in  the 
Urban  Districts.  The  total  number  of  inspections  made  is  2,212, 
and  39  contraventions  of  the  Bye-Laws  (in  the  Urban  Districts) 
were  noted . 

Of  course  the  Slaughter  House  law  is  absurd,  providing  as  it 
does  a  ready  loophole  for  these  screw  butchers  who  wish  to  avoid 
the  scrutiny  of  the  Urban  Inspectors.  Rural  Inspectors  should, 
therefore,  make  a  special  note  of  this  class  of  slaughter  house,  or 
knacker’s  yard,  and  not  hesitate  to  take  proceedings  on  the  first 
opportunity. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  as  many  inspections  of  Slaughter  Houses 
have  been  made  generally  this  year.  The  oftener  they  can  be 
made  to  conveniently  fit  in  with  the  “killing  time”  the  more  valu¬ 
able  the  result,  for  in  that  way  will  the  meat  supply  be  watched  at 
the  same  time. 


Common  Lodging  Houses. — III  all  16  Common  Lodging 
Houses  are  registered,  14  of  them  being  in  six  Urban  Districts.

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  was  230,  when  9  contraven¬ 
tions  of  the  Bye-Laws  were  found.

Local  Authorities  who  adopt  it  additional  control  over  these 
premises  and  their  keepers. 

Housing  Of  the  Working  Classes. — The  Housing  (Inspection 
of  District)  Regulations,  1910,  made  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  under  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  Etc.,  Act,  1909,  have 
been  the  subject  of  a  great  deal  of  work  in  every  Sanitary  District.

General  Sanitary  Work. — The  total  number  of  inspections 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  was  39,245,  and  in  all  6,084 
notices  were  served  to  abate  nuisances  (being  5,878  informal  and 
1,207  statutory).  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  16  instances, 
and  12  convictions  were  obtained.  The  number  of  complaints 
received  was  782. 

The  Statistical  Record  giving  an  exhaustive  account  of  the 
whole  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  work  during  the  year  may  be  seen 
by  reference  to  Table  6  at  the  end  of  this  Report,  and  Table  7 
shews  the  special  work  accomplished  under  the  Factory  and  Work¬ 
shops  Act. 


Billeting  Of  Troops. — Troops  were  billeted  in  several  Districts 
of  the  County,  and  sanitary  supervision  was  exercised  by  the  Local 
Health  Officers,  in  conjunction  with  the  Military  Authorities,  as 
advised  in  the  memoranda  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board.
